MRS. SUSAN VANCE WARREN. 

On Sunday. April 2nd, in the calm of 
a Iwautiful Spring afternoon, the spirit 
of Mr*. Susan Vance Warren waa sum- 
moned back to her Creator. Seized with 
a severe cold altout 10 day* previously, 
from the la-ginning her symptoms were 
alarming, and her family and frienil* 
were fearful that, enfeebled by year*. 
^ she could not throw off the attack. On 
Sunday morning she fell into a gentle 
sleep, and so noiselessly did the call 
from the (ireat Beyond come, that even 
4 hose who watched by her bed scarcely 
knew when her soul took (tight. 

Mr*. Warren was la>m Jan. 22, 182", 
in Stanford, and within a stone's throw 
of the house in which she died. Her 
ancestors were Virginians, her grand- 
father having moved to this State from 
Loudon county, V*., at the close of the 
18th century'- They were men of prom- 
inence and influence in this community, 
her uncle, Michael Davidson. Iieing a 
raptain of n comi»any of volunteers in 
the war of 1812. and another uncle. 
James Davidson, was a colonel of a vol- 
unteer regiment in the same war. 

In 1837 she was united in marriage 
with Hamilton Jenkins, of this county, 
who died in 1KW. Several years later 
she married Granville Purdom. To 
them were Imrtt four children, Thomas. 
George. Rolwrt and Bottie. the first 
two dying in early manhood. Mr. Pur- 
dom having died in lMfiS, his widow 
married Wm. Warren, who preceded 
her to the grave some 30 year*. 

Her only daughter. Bcttie. who mar- 
ried 1 M. Bruce, of this place, died in 
lHt»l. On her was centered ail the wealth 
of a mother's affection, and the shad- 
,ow of this Urns never lifted from off her 
| heart. Mr*. Bruce left one child. Ma- 
^ ry, who wus the comfort of Mrs. War- 
ren 'a old age. and upon whom she lav 
»i«hed the measureless love of ls>th moth- 
er and grand mother. In her declining

Grand Secretary of 
the Sovereign Grand Isslge of (hid Fel- 
lows in the United States, died in Bal- 
timore. 

Stewart Campion, a plantation man- 
ager, near Tuscal .oe.a. Ala., was assas- 
sinated as he sat in his home rocking 
his baby. 

Arthur Lutchford, secretary and 
treasurer of the Mechanics’ Savings 
Bank, of Rochester, N. Y., committed 
suicide at his home by shooting. 

Announcement by Japan of the clos- 
ing of the Formosan port of Kclung, 
is taken to indicate that Admiral Togo, 
will use it as a base for his fleet. 

J. A. Chiles, a Negro attorney of 
Lexington, has sued the C. 4 O. for 
$10 .INN) because he was made to ride in 
the coach for colored passengers. 

Commissioner Yerkes says that any 
liquor dealer who puts caramel or burnt 
sugar into whisky is subject to penalty 
unless he has a license as a rectifier. 

The Sunday closing law is expected 
to become effective in St. Isiuis the 
coming Sunday. Basetiall is held to be 
a recreation, and will not be prohibited. 

Eight trunks, seized by the Federal 
grand jury at Chicago, contained 
secrets of the Beef Trust, which will 
make a sweeping investigation possible. 

An unconfirmed re|s>rt, by way of 
Amsterdam, says the Russian and Jap- 
anese fleets are fighting near the 
Anumbus islands, east of the Malay 
peninsula. 

About 40d indictments were returned 
by the Franklin county grand jury 
against the Standurd Oil Company for 
failure to take out peddlers' license un- 
der the legislative act of 1!*02. 

The American Mercantile Association, 
an alleged “get-rich-quick” concern, of 
Kansas City, Mo., has closed its doors 
and pasted thereon this tender and sen- 
timental farewell: “Good-bye, suckers, 
good bye." 

Chief Engineer Wallace, of the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission, states that 
there are now practically 5, UtK) men 
employed on the canal route, and that 
the force is being steadily recruited. 
He states that the sanitary conditions 
arc also being improved and that in a 
few months all the comforts that are 
practicable on any large work of the 
character will lie obtainable by those at 
work on the isthmus. 

When the cases against the Hargises 
and Callahan were called in the Fay- 
ette Circuit Court the defense elected 
that the men should be tried separate- 
ly, and the Commonwealth announced 
that the case against Judge James 
Hargis should be called first. Court 
waa adjourned until Thursday morning 
to give the Sheriff time in which to 
summon the jurors whose names were 
drawn from the wheel. Anse White, 
the most important witness for the 
prosecution, reached Lexington in 
charge of a special bailiff.

, With the exception of a short |ierind 
spent in Springfield, Kv., Mr*. Warren 
lived in Stanford her whole life, and her 
knowledge of it* early history w as un- 
equalled by any one. I*. ».*<*wti-d of a 
splendid memory and endowed with 
clear expression in *i»eech. it was, in- 
deed, a treat to sit in her presence and 

* listen to her relate incidents of Stan 
ford’s early day*, and descrils- citirens 
then prominent in this community. 

For many years she kept hotel here 
and the "Warren House" and its pro- 
prietress are still affectionately remem- 
bered by those who enjoyed the privi- 
lege of Imarding there. In fact, it is a 
strung tribute to Mr*. Warren’s char- 
acter that those who lived iri the same 
house with her 40 years ago were among 
her staunchest friends In the closing 
yean* of her life. 

During the Civil War she was pro- 
nounced in her sympathies for the South 
ar.J on every |s»s*ihle occasion she ren- 
dered assistance to the Confederacy. It 
,wa- in recognition of such aid that the 
local chapter of the Daughters of the 
» i . racy * onferred upon het t ) ■ tig 

i nal distinction of honorary membership. 

* Though the |uut was so rich in ex- 
periences and so treasured Iwcause of 
association* now no more, still the 

•.lengthening shadows of the evening did 
slot drive from her interest in the pres- 
Lnt. Nature had given her a strong. 
, f vigorous mind, which would not |iermit 
her to spend her time searching among 
the dead emliers of a day that wasgone. 
She displayed intense concent of mat- 
ters of today, und she coulddiscuss with 
keen intelligence question* and prob- 
lems relating to present times. 

Among Mrs. Warren’s characteristics 
two stood forth especially prominent 
devotion to her native town anti un- 
swerving loyalty to her friends. Bont 
- and reared in Stanford, always claim- 
ing it as her home, receiving front it 
the comi>anions of her childhisnlandher 
old age. und associating it with hallow- 
ed memories, she loved her native town 
and no one could s|>eak unfavorably of 
It in her presence without culling front 
her a rebuke. Frank and open in tem- 
perument, she did not depend on bland- 
r ishment to win Iter friends, but gained 
► them by the strength and sincerity and 
steadfastness of her character. Of a 
p retiring, home loving nature, she made 
no attempt to make numerous friends, 
but was content with those who, in the 
passing years made her acquaintance, 
tffiteemed her and loved her. But tho’ 
f she did not endeavor to extend the nunt- 
f her, yet every friend of hers was fast 
and true, and this was u quality con- 
spicuous in her own nature. Like all 
strong characters, she never lost a 
friend, hut made stronger day by day 
the bond of union. 

Mrs. Warren's father and grandfath- 
er were elders in the Presbyterian 
r church and in early life site also joined 
that denomination. Having carefully 
studied its doctrines, she lielieved un- 
doubtedly in its tenets, but she did not 
allow sectarianism to assume the form 
of bigotry and warp her bouI. Though 
preferring one church to the others, she
